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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1. Applicant's election with traverse of the invention of group I including claims 1- 
10, 17-21, and 22-25 in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. Applicant's traversal the 
restriction by merely stating that "applicant reserves the right to file divisional application 
on non-elected species " without distinctly and specifically pointing out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement is not found persuasive. Thus, the requirement is 
still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 11-12, and 13-16 are withdrawn and canceled from further consideration 
by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected. 



3. Claims 22-25 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 22, line 3, the term "said ; PSK signal" should be --said PSK signal--. 
Claims 23-25, line 1, the term "as in 21" should be --as in 22-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 



Drawings 
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4. Figures 1 , 2, 3a, 3b, 3c, 3d should be designated by a legend such as -Prior 
Art- because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first and the 
second storage devices and sample counter, and the phase offset generator must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

6. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

T_he_sp ecification fails to disclo se a step of retrieving, from a storage device, 

intermediate values that lie, between the first and the second symbols, on the preferred 
signal path, a non volatile electronic memory as recited in claims 1, 8; also, the 
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specification fails to disclose a the intermediate values lie the first and the second 
symbols. A first and the second storage devices and sample counter are not disclosed 
in the specification, specifically, the sample counter as recited in claim 17. A phase 
offset generator is not disclosed in the specification as recited in claim 22. 
7. Claim 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 6, the term "said first and said second symbol" lacks 
antecedent basis as set forth in claims 2, 6, 9. 

Claims 3-5, 7-8, 10 are rejected by virtue of their dependancy. 



8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Mc Vey (U.S. Pat. 6,421 ,398) discloses a modulation system having on-line IQ 
calibration. 

McCallister et al (U.S. Pat. 6,222,878) disclose a communication system with 
end-to-end quadrature balance control.
